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Student loans bill passes, interest rates fixed 


The legislature 
prevents doubling 
the interest rate on 
subsidized Stafford 
Loans. ;

Congress passed a student loans bill 
Friday, preventing interest rates from 
doubling on direct Staffor® loans and 
saving millions of dollars for many 
college students. 

_ The bill, which passed in the 
House 373-52 and in the Senate 74- 
19, will keep the interest rate on 
direct subsidized Stafford loans at 
3.4 percent. Had Congress not acted 
before the July 1 deadline, Stafford 
loan rates would have doubled to 6.8 
percent. 


According to the federal student 
aid website, direct subsidized Stafford 
loans are provided to undergraduate 
students who meet certain criteria for 
financial need. No interest is accumu- 
lated during the time a student is en- 
rolled at a university. 

“We have been working on this for 
three months in Washington, D.C.,” 
President F, King Alexander said. 
“This passage does nothing but help 
students and recent graduates.” 

According to Cal State University 
Spokesman Erik Fallis, 123,000 stu- 
dentsin the CSU will be affected by 
the decision. There are approximately 
427,000 students in the entire CSU 
system, according to the CSU web- 
site. 

“Our perspective on this issue is 
the._same as it is on Pell Grants,” Fallis 
said. “We certainly are glad the stu- 
dents prevailed.”

With state legislators offering the 
Cal State University an additional $125 
million in state funding, the CSU now 
faces a heavy question: to rescind the 
9 percent tuition increase or not to re- 
scind. 

Last week, Gov. Jerry Brown 
signed an education trailer bill that 
promised an extra $125 million in 
state funding to each of the Califor- 
nia public university systems, the 
University of California and CSU, for 
2013-14, should the systems agree to 
freeze tuition increases for upcoming 
academic year. «¢ 

The UC was expected to discuss a 
possible 6 percent tuition increase on 
the July 17 Board of Regents meeting. 

UC administrators quickly agreed 
to the buyout deal Thursday, just a day 
after Brown signed the bill into the 
state budget. The CSU, however, is be- 
ing more hesitant. 

“It essentially comes down to 

the fact that there are no good solu- 
tions,’ CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis 
said. 
* The CSU voted to increase tuition 
by 9 percent in the November Board 
of Trustees meeting and has already 
started collecting that money from 
students who are registering for the 
fall. Fallis said agreeing to the deal 
and rescinding tuition increases 
would mean refunding those stu- 
dents. 

Should the CSU agree to rescind the 
tuition increase, the 23-campus system 
would lose $132 million from its bud- 
get for 2012-13. > 

The deal is also contingent with 
voters’ decision to pass Brown’s tax 
measure this November, meaning 
that without the measure the CSU 
would lose the state support in 2013- 
14 and face a $250 million trigger 
cut. 

The total loss in state support would 
result in a potential $382 million hole 
in the system’s budget if the CSU had 
taken the deal. 

“Then all of those dire situations 
that we were talking about become 
more dire,” Fallis said. “Threats 
to programs, to services, to opera- 
tions will become that much more 
severe.” 

Also, should the tax initiative not 
pass, the CSU cannot recover simply

Heads turned as Susan Green, a Cal- 
ifornia Faculty Association member, 
rolled out a 76-page report with the re- 
sults of a survey that questioned 1,200 
CFA members on what they wanted in 
a new chancellor. Many were not sur- 
prised by the numerous qualities facul- 
ty members are looking for in Charles 
B. Reed’s successor. 

The open forum, held Thursday at 
the Cal State University Chancellor’s 
Office, marked the commencement of 
the search process for a new chancellor 
by the CSU Board of Trustees’ eight- 
member committee. Reed anriounced 
his retirement in May, ending his 14- 
year tenure with the CSU. 

Transparency and experience in 
higher education were reoccurring 
themes addressed by the students, 
alumni and faculty from the 23-cam- 
pus system. 


Speakers also noted the qualifica-- 


tions that the new chancellor should 
have, including academic qualification 
and the ability to share knowledge of 
CSU measures with the public. 

According to Green, the chancel- 
lor should have a minimum qualifica- 
tion of academic achievement and the 
chancellor should be someone with an 
earned doctorate. 

“They don’t have to follow a corpo- 
rate business model,” she said. 


The CFA survey results showed that 
70 percent of the 1,200 CFA members 
agree that the next chancellor should 
have the academic credentials of a full 
tenured professor while 57 percent said 
“professional experience as a CEO” 
was “not important.” 

Graduation rates and student access 
to higher education were issues men- 
tioned to the Board. 

Audrey Dow, part of communica- 
tion affairs for Campus College Oppor- 
tunity, said the next chancellor should 
look to improve enrollment rates and 
close the equity gap between Latinos 
and blacks so they have a better chance 
to graduate and earn a college degree. 

Yesenia Ramirez, a student from 
Cal State Los Angeles, spoke on be- 
half of Students for Quality Education, 
a group that recently participated in a 
hunger strike demanding lower tuition 
costs, decreases in executive pay and 
the elimination of car and housing al- 
lowances. Ramirez said she was con- 
cerned about studént representation 
during the search process with only 
one student trustee, Jillian Ruddell 
from the Chico campus, on the Board 
committee. 

“Tt was a good opportunity to come 
and speak in representation of the stu- 
dents,” she said. “The next chancellor 
should commit to a more public term, 
agree to adequate pay rates and under- 
stand the needs of the students.” 

Cal State Northridge student Edgar 
Ramos said Reed never fought for the 
students directly but sent them to Gov. 
Jerry Brown for issues and concerns. 

“The chancellor would not give a 
stance on what we want to do,” Ramos 
said. “The [next] chancellor can fight 
for students and work for us.” 

CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis said 
he found it encouraging that numer- 
ous student leaders and representatives 
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Jonathan Karof holds of the results of the CFA survey. 


from the California State Student As- 
sociation were present at the meeting. 

“Most of the people speaking were 
stakeholder groups,” he said. “The 
main goal was to get feedback and ad- 
vice, and I think that was certainly ac- 
complished.” 

The next chancellor will be voted 
on by the full Board of Trustees. Reed 
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will serve as chancellor until a succes- 
sor is found. 
A determination of when the next 
chancellor will be selected is not clear. 
“Tt depends on the dynamic of the 
search,” Fallis said. “When you are se- 
lecting a leader for the largest univer- 
sity system in the nation, a lot of time 
and thought goes into it.” 
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State Long Beach graduates finished 
school with nearly the lowest debt of 
any college in the United States in 
recent years. 

“Tt is great for students that Con- 
gress passed this law,” Dowell said. 
“This action by Congress will help 
... to prevent the national student 
loan debt situation from worsen- 
ing.” : 

For students like Amanda Viselli, 
a sophomore accounting major, the 
stress of paying off her loans and 
obtaining a job after graduation are 
enough to worry about. 

“Tt is already tough enough for us 
students who are taking out loans,” 
Viselli said. “Increasing interest 
rates would cause more stress about 
paying off loans in a reasonable 
amount of time.” 

Ani Deswal, a junior psychol- 
ogy major, would have to work more 
hours to help pay for her loans. 

“Loans are a big responsibil- 
ity even if [students] don’t realize it 
now,” Deswal said. “If the interest 
rate were to increase, I would have to 
get a second job to try and reduce the 
loan amount.” 

Junior mechanical engineer- 
ing major Brian To, who has yet 
to take out a loan, said that the 
because of the increasing cost of 
school he will need to take out a 
loan in the future. 

Even though the interest rate on 
direct subsidized Stafford loans 
will remain at 3.4 percent, it is un- 
clear if that rate will last beyond 
next July. 

For many, student loans are a pri- 
mary way of paying for school. 

“For me, student loans are a rea- 
sonable investment fora stable. fu- 
ture,” Deswal said.

Protestor trial to begin in September 


Seth Newmeyer faces 


$32,000 in vandalism 
charges in Long Beach 


Superior Court.

When more than 100 demonstrators 
clashed with police during a protest 
against a 9 percent tuition hike in No- 
vember, Seth Newmeyer was identi- 
fied by police as the one responsible 
for shattering the glass door at the Cal 
State University Chancellor’s Office. 

Since then, the Long Beach City 
Prosecutor has filed two charges 
against Newmeyer, a junior at Univer- 
sity of California, Los Angeles. The 
charges include vandalism and fail- 
ure to disperse, according to the Long 


Beach Superior Court website. 

Newmeyer pleaded not guilty to the 
charges on June 26, and his trial is set 
to begin September 5 in Long Beach 
Superior Court. He was expected to 
stand before a jury last week, but the 
case was postponed. 

“T pleaded not guilty, because I think 
it’s important for people to stand up for 
their rights when they’re being perse- 
cuted,” he told the Long Beach Press- 
Telegram in March. “I’m not guilty, and 
I have the ability to prove it.” 

If found guilty, Newmeyer’s charg- 
es will be considered misdemeanor 
offenses, though he also faces the pos- 
sibility of owing $32,000 in damages 
for the glass door. 2 

The day of the protest, the 20-year- 
old was arrested on four charges: as- 
sault and battery on an officer with a 
deadly weapon (the door), vandalism 
and obstruction of justice. 

Newmeyer’s case was first given to 
the Los Angeles County District At- 
torney’s office, but they dropped the 
felony charges against Newmeyer. The 


Long Beach City Prosecutor’s office, 
however, proceeded in charging the 
student with criminal misdemeanor 
offenses. i 

Newmeyer and other students ar- 
rived at the CSU Board of Trustees 
meeting in Long Beach to protest.a po- 
tential 9 percent tuition increase when 
they were told to leave the meeting 
due to their numerous outbursts. CSU 
police attempted to escort the demon- 
strators out of the building, but this re- 
sulted in officers shoving and pepper 
spraying protestors. 

The protestors proceeded to shake 
and bang on the glass door until it shat- 
tered and cut an officer’s arm. Videos 
show Newmeyer shaking the door, and 
police reprimanded him soon after the 
door shattered, 

Newmeyer and the other demon- 
strators protested at the Chancellor’s 
Office on November 15 to show their 
disapproval of the possible 9 percent 
tuition increase. 

Newmeyer declined to comment on 
his trial. 
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by raising tuition again. 

“We can’t change the ship around at 
no notice,” Fallis said. “We don’t work 
that way. Once we set the class sched- 
ules ... it becomes very hard to change 
again.” 

However, even if Brown’s tax initia- 
tive passes this November, the CSU 
would not receive additional state 
funding until 2013-14, a year after it is 
needed. 

Fallis said the governor’s adminis- 
tration has indicated willingness to try 
working with the CSU to bridge this 
time gap and find resourcesgo fund the 
2012-13 year. 

With the possibility of these cuts at- 
tached to the deal, senior English ma- 
jor at Cal State Long Beach Jakki Mc- 


Cann said the CSU should not agree to 
freeze tuition at the moment. 

“The risk would be instead of ... 
rates being gradual, they would jump,” 
McCann said. “It would be a lot worse 
to shock students with that big of a 
raise all of a sudden.” 

In response to the deal, David Brad- 
field, Associate Vice President of the 
California Faculty Association’s Board 
of Directors, said the CSU should take 
every opportunity to reduce student 
fees. 

“We are about quality access and 
affordability,” Bradfield said. “We’ve 
had a long standing position: to roll 
back student fees.” 

CFA called on the CSU in a press 
release to endorse Brown’s tax initia- 
tive “so that California can once again 
properly fund its priorities” and so the 
CSU may avoid millions of dollars in 
cuts. 

Bradfield said the UC has endorsed 
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the tax initiative and he can’t imagine 
why the CSU hasn’t. j 

» The decision of whether or not to 
take the deal ultimately lies with the 
CSU Board of Trustees, Fallis said. 
According to the CSU website, the 
Board will make its decision at its Sep- 
tember meeting. 

Fallis also said that with past budget 
cuts, the system has already taken the 
possible steps to recover financially 
and that none of those steps will be an 
option to the CSU if Brown’s tax mea- 
sure fails. ; 

Even if the system tried to maximize 
the dollars of its budget, Fallis said the 
cuts are “going to have an impact.” 

He said that such a large hole in the 
system’s budget could affect everyone 
in the CSU, including even the accoun- 
tants who handle professors’ salaries. 

“We're screwed as students if this 
tax measure doesn’t pass,’ McCann 
said. 
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Health care law upheld to 
relief of CSULB students 


The Affordable Care 
Act was ruled as 
constitutional.

Julian Pagtama, a senior comput- 
er science major at Cal State Long 
Beach, doesn’t have health insurance, 
and he says that’s going to have to 
change soon. 

The Patient Protection and Af- 
fordable Care Act, a major piece 
of legislation and controversy in 
Obama’s first term, was rvled as 
constitutional by the Supreme Court 
Thursday — the majority opinion 
stating that the individual mandate 
was authorized by Congress’ power 
to levy taxes. 

The legislation was considered 
a win for Obama with Justice John 
G. Roberts Jr. being the unexpected 
swing. vote in the 5-4 decision. 

Beginning in 2014, the act requires 
all Americans to either buy health 
care insurance or pay an additional 1 
percent to the IRS in taxes. 

“J think it’s kind of unfair for some 
of the low income families,” Pagtama 
said. “Not everyone can afford it. It’s 
good in some ways, that everyone 
gets health insurance.” 

While the Supreme Court upheld 
what is being called the “heart of the 
act,” it did not uphold the provision 
that would have taken federal fund- 
ing away from states if they didn’t 
participate in the expansion of Med- 
icaid, a program that provides health 
care to the poor. ‘ 

Shortly after the ruling, Obama 
nationally addressed the nation, say- 
ing that the act will improve Ameri- 
can lives. 

“They’ve reaffirmed a fundamen- 
tal principle that here in America, 
in the wealthiest nation on Earth, no 
illness or accident should lead to any 
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family’s financial ruin,” the president 
said on Thursday. 

Meanwhile Gov. Mitt Romney, Re- 
publican candidate for the presidency, 
said he would repeal the act the first 
day he would be in office. 

“What the court did not do on its 
last day in session, I will do on my 
first day if elected president of the 
United States. And that is I will act 
to repeal Obamacare,” Romney said 
on Thursday. 

Mireille Sine, a senior kinesiology 
major, said she was happy the act was 
upheld but said the legislation does 
not do enough to fix the health care 
system in the U.S. 

“I still feel like it should be free, 
more like universal health care, like 
what they have overseas,” Sine said. 
“It’s one step forward, yes, but it’s 
still limiting a whole lot of people 
who can’t afford it.” 

Under the PPACA, young adults 
will be able to stay on their parents’ 
health insurance until age 26, wheth- 
er or not they are enrolled in school. 

Joshua Owens, a senior civil en- 
gineering major, is currently on his 
parents’ health insurance. 

“At that age, kids are still trying to 
get on their feet and become finan- 
cially independent,” Owens said. 

However, Owens said he doesn’t 
think it’s fair to penalize for not buy- 
ing health insurance. 

“J don’t believe they should force 
people to purchase health care by giv- 
ing them the alternative to pay more 
money else where,” Owens said. “I 
guess it makes sense if they don’t 
have health care and the government 
is going to pay for them if they do get 
in an accident.” 

Michael Carbuto, director of 
student health services at CSULB, 
said that the tax ultimately isn’t 
unfair. 3 

“J think it’s everyone’s responsibil- 
ity to take care of one another,” Car- 
buto said. “In the end, even without 
the act, we are paying for it [health 
care of the uninsured] through higher 
premiums and trips to the emergency 
room.”

The rosters for Major League Baseball’s annual 
All-Star Game were released last weekend, and as 
always, they raised some eyebrows and provoked 
some intense head scratching. 

Some mistakes were the fault of the fans (Pablo 
Sandoval over David Wright), some were the fault 
of the players (Bryan LaHair over anybody) and 
some were the fault of the coaches (no Josh Red- 
dick or James McDonald). 

I actually feel pretty good about the overall 
rosters this year, but there are still things to com- 

plain about, so let the complaining begin. 

Let’s start with the American League. 

The fans are given the responsibility to vote 
in the starters, and for the most part, they did a 
good job. 

They didn’t choose only Yankees and Red Sox 
players as they have in the past and those they did 


choose deserved their selections. 

The fans did screw up one position though — 
catcher. They chose Mike Napoli, who is hitting 
a lowly .235 with 12 home runs and 30 RBI over 
Matt Weiters and Joe Mauer, both of whom are 
better defensively and are having better years at 
the plate. 

Fortunately, Weiters and 
Mauer were both added by the 
players and coaches, who fill out 
the rosters after the fan voting 
concludes. ; 

The coaches and players messed up a few picks 
of their own though. American League Manager 
Ron Washington elected to pick relief pitcher 
Ryan Cook as the Oakland A’s representative over 
outfielder Josh Reddick. : 

Cook has the statistics worthy of the All-Star 
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game (1.54 ERA, 7 saves, 37 strikeouts in 35 
innings), but his impact on the A’s has been min- 
iscule compared to Reddick’s. 

Reddick leads the A’s in all major offensive 
categories, including batting average, home runs, 
RBIs and runs. 

How is that not enough to be your team’s repre- 
sentative at the All-Star Game? 

Next, we have the National 
League. 

The biggest mistake by the 
fans this year was voting in the 
San Francisco Giants’ infielder Pablo Sandoval 
(300 BA with 6 home runs and 25 RBI) over the 
New York Mets’ David Wright (.354 BA with 9 
home runs and 50 RBI) at third base. 

How the Bay Area market overpowered New 
York and the rest of the nation is beyond me, 


but it happened, and now the National League is 
stuck with a guy nicknamed “Kung Fu Panda” at 
third base? 

There were also some surprising omissions on 
the pitching staff, namely Milwaukee Brewers’ 
ace Zack Greinke, the Cincinnati Reds’ Johnny 
Cueto (4th in the NL in ERA) and James McDon- 
ald, who has been a major part of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates’ turnaround. Any of those three players 
would be more valuable to the team than Chicago 
Cubs first baseman/platoon player Bryan LaHair 
or the St. Louis Cardinals’ April ace, Lance Lynn. 

It’s not going to be long before bickering about 
the All-Star Game rosters completely disappears, 
but for now, it is alive and well. With the mistakes 


‘made this year, it’s easy to see why.

Tribute bands do battle in Downtown Long Beach 


Five bands went head to 
head in pursuit of a $2,000 
prize.

Walking up to Rainbow Har- 
bor on Pine and Shoreline Drive in 
Downtown Long Beach on Saturday, 
screams, guitar shreds and booming 
drums gradually grew to the noise 
level of a full-blown heavy metal 
concert while the Iron Maidens, an 
all-female Iron Maiden tribute band, 
started into their'second song of their 
first set at the fourth annual Battle of 
the Tribute Bands. 

The competition is the first part of 
the Summer and Music series, which 
holds free outdoor concerts in differ- 
ent areas in and around Downtown 
Long Beach. The lineup of tribute 
bands consisted of Debaser (The 
Pixies), The Petty Breakers (Tom

Night (The Beatles). 

There were two rounds in the com- 
petition. During the first round, each 
band played a 20-minute set with a 
10-minute intermission between acts. 
The final round had the top two bands, 
which were The Iron Maidens and Hard 
Day’s Night, duke it out with a 20-min- 
ute set each. 

Judges chose the finalists based on 
authenticity, performance and crowd 
response. The winning band was cho- 
sen by the crowd, who screamed for the 
act they enjoyed the most. 

The Iron Maidens won the top prize 
of $2,000. Hard Day’s Night came in a 
close second, winning $1,000, and The 
Joshua Tree won the third prize of $500. 

The face-melting guitar solos and 
gut-wrenching drum beats that the 
Maidens provided won the crowd over. 
What really set them apart was an 
overall hotness that comes from chicks 
playing heavy metal. 

“They were a hard act to follow,” co- 
ordinator of Battle of the Tribute Bands 
Ashley Hectus said. “What girl wouldn’t 
want to get up there and shred?” 

Formed in 2001, the maidens have 
been shredding out Iron Maiden clas- 
sics for more than 11 years. The band 
consists of drummer Linda “Nikki 
McBURRain” McDonald, guitarist 
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Courtney “Adriana Smith” Cox, vocal- 
ist Kristen “Bruce Chickinson” Rosen- 
berg, bassist Wanda “Steph Harris” Or- 
tiz and guitarist Nili “Deena Murray” 
Brosh. 

Even though competition was on 
the minds of all the bands, a profes- 
sional respect between the tributes 
was shared throughout the day. 

“The competition is tough,” Rosen- 


_ berg said. “All the other band members 


are really great.” 

Other bards included The Pixies 
tribute, Debaser, who played songs like, 
“Where is My Mind” and “Here Comes 
Your Man.” Audience members, young 
and old, were on the dance floor rock- 


-ing out to the cool music. Debaser is a 


solid tribute band who kept the music 
authentic, but the weak back-up vocals 
may have cost them the prize. 

“The number one reason why we 
started was the love of the music, be- 


’ cause you have to spend a lot of time 


with the music,” said McDonald. 


The Petty Breakers drew the crowd _ 


in with their renditions of “American 
Girl” and “Mary Jane’s Last Dance.” 
The music was played with precision, 
and the vocals were a close match 
to Tom Petty. At first the crowd was 
sparse, taking to their seats after the 
Debasers, but when the song “Ameri- 
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MORNING DELIVERY 


can Girl” was played, the women in the 
crowd got up to dance and sing along. 
The Joshua Tree’s performance was 
an uncanny resemblance of the live act 
that Bono, the Edge, Adam Clayton and

jumped into the crowd, making foot 
traffic stop and take second glances of 
their U2 rendition. 

Hard Day’s Night blew the audi- 
ence away with two sets. During the

gray suits with mod-inspired leather 
boots, original Rickenbacker guitars 
and the iconic Hofner bass guitar. 
The second set saw them. in the 
vibrant Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely Hearts 
Club Band outfits with psychedelic 


instrumentation and on-point rendi- - 
-tions of songs like “Penny Lane” and 


“A Day in the Life.” 

“We look for bands that people love,” 
Hectus said. “It’s a fun event.” 

Battle of the Tribute Bands marked 
the first event in 2012’s Summer and 
Music series.

The Long Beach State men’s bas- 
ketball team faced one of the toughest 
schedules in the nation last year, and 
this year won’t be any different. 

Headlining the 49ers’ schedule is 
a home matchup with North Carolina 
on November 16. Also on the plate are 
away games against national power- 
houses Ohio State and Syracuse. 

“This schedule should give us a 
great opportunity to grow as a team 
and improve throughout the preseason 
in hopes of being ready to defend our 
Big West championship,” Monson said 
in a video posted to Long Beach State 
Athletics’ Facebook page. 

Among the ‘Niners other oppo- 
nents are Pac-12 schools Arizona, 
UCLA and USC, as well as West Coast 
schools Fresno State and Loyola Mary- 
mount. They will also face an undeter- 
mined ESPN BracketBuster team later 
in the season. North Alabama will visit 
the Pyramid during homecoming and 
a home game against BYU Hawaii 
rounds out the schedule. 

In Big West play, the 49ers will face 
newcomer Hawaii in addition to the 
usual conference foes.

hours of the draft’s conclusion, Ware 
got calls from the Brooklyn Nets, 
Houston Rockets and Detroit Pistons, 
all of which were interested in his ser- 
vices. 

Ultimately, he decided the Pistons 
were the best fit. 

“The situation in Detroit just feels 
better,” Ware said. “There I have the 
best chance at making the roster.” 

Although Detroit is already the 
home of point guards Rodney Stuck- 
ey, Brandon Knight (who was the 
Piston’s 8th overall pick in the 2011 
draft) and Will Bynum, Ware feels 
that he will have better playing time 
with the Pistons than with the Nets or 
Rockets. 

His shooting ability also gives shim 
a chance to fit in at shooting guard, 
where Detroit is especially thin. The 
only shooting guard currently on the 
roster is Missouri product Kim Eng- 
lish, who was drafted by the Pistons 
44th overall this year. 

The Nets, on the other hand, have 
a more crowded guard situation. 
They currently have eight guards on 
the roster, including 2012 41st over- 
all pick Tyshawn Taylor, who was 
acquired from the Portland Trail 
Blazers in a post-draft trade. The 
Nets have also reached an agreement 
with the Atlanta Hawks that will 
send guard Joe Johnson to Brooklyn, 
yet another reason for Ware to avoid 
the Big Apple. 

The Rockets have seven guards on 
the roster, including shooting. guard 
Jeremy Lamb, who was their top prize 
in the draft. 

Ware has a chance to become the 


first Long Beach State alumnus to 


‘play in the NBA since Byron Russell, 


who finished his career in 2006. He 
just missed out on becoming the first 
49er to be drafted since Andy Betts, 
who was taken 50th overall by the 
Charlotte Hornets in the 1998 draft. 

Long Beach State has had twenty 
of its players go on to the NBA, the 
most notable of which was hall-of- 
faméer George Gervin. Gervin split 
his college days between Long 
Beach State and Eastern Michigan 
before starting a 14-year career in 
the NBA and ABA. 

History, however, is not on Ware’s 
side. Undrafted Long Beach State 
players have had a very difficult time 
getting to the NBA, as best shown by 
Juaquin Hawkins. Hawkins was an 
undrafted free agent in 1996, when he 
signed a contract with the Los Ange- 
les Lakers. His stint didn’t last long, 
however, as he was cut before the sea- 
son started. 

Hawkins jumped around interna- 
tional and independent league teams 
for a while until 2002, when he was 
signed by the Rockets. The 29-year- 
old rookie started 10 games for the 
team in what was his only NBA sea- 
son. 

A more recent example is Aaron 
Nixon, a Long Beach State star who 
won the Big West Player of the Year 
award in 2006-2007. Nixon played 
for a few international teams before 
becoming an assistant basketball 
coach for Heidelberg University in 
Ohio. 

Ware heads to Orlando on July 4, 
where he will play on Detroit’s sum- 
mer league team. The season-long try- 
out will determine whether or not he 
lands a roster spot for the 2012-2013 
season.
